In: contradistinction to this senti- 
ment Mr. Eden recalled the 1926 
Imperial Conference resolution which 
declared of the British Commonwealth 
“free institutions are its lifeblood, 
free co-operation its instrument.” 

While nations with divergent in- 
ternal systems, he continued, could 
live together provided conceptions of

international conduct’: were approxi-- 


mately the same, there was no room 
for the practice of two fundar entally 
antagonistic conceptions of world or- 
der, and Mr. Eden added: “Either the 
German doctrine of submission or our.

Illustrating what he described as 
“this unhappy truth,” Mr. Eden read

be punished with. all the severity of 
the law.” 

Giving another _ illustration, Mr. 
Eden reminded his listeners that while

‘kia had use of their own schools and 
language and a great German .uni- 
versity flourished in’ Prague, to-day 
in the whole country the Czech lan- 
guage is suppressed and the: only 
university surviving is German.. ‘
